3. Government letter No. IDD 37 DIA 2003 (ii), dated 3-04-2010. 

Preamble: 

In letter read at SI. No. (1) above, establishment of 10 airstrips was entrusted to KHB. KHB had 
made preparatory works in respect of a few airstrips and master plans for Raichur, Chikmagalur, Gadag, 
Bagalkot, Udupi and Davangere respectively. Since there was delay in identifying the land and organizing 
the inspection by AAI, it was decided to withdraw the development of airstrips at Chitradurga, Karwar, 
Haveri, Kollegal, Yadgir and Koppal districts from KHB and to entrust the same now to iDeCK along with 
the development of airstrips at Hassan and Bellary and the same was communicated, vide, letter dated 
03-04-2010 read at SI.No. (2) above. 

2. Further, KHB was directed to function as a Nodel Agency for the development of airstrips at 
Raichur, CHikmagalur, Gadag, Bagalkot, Udupi and Davanagere vide letter dated 03-04-2010 read at 
SI.No. (3) above. 
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3. To entrust the responsibility of Nodal Agency to IDeCK and KHB as revised above the 
following order is issued. 

GOVERNMENT ORDER NO. IDD 24 DIA 2010, BANGALORE, DATED 21-04-2010 

In the circumstances explained in the preamble, iDeCK is appointed as a nodel agency for the 
development of Greenfield airports at Bellary and Hassan along with the construction of airstrips at 
Chitradurga, Karwar, Haveri, Kollegal, Yadgir and Koppal. iDeCK will also continue to be the Nodal 
Agency for the development of Gulbarga, and Bijapur Airports. 

2. Karnataka Housing Board (KHB) is appointed as Nodal Agency for the construction of Airstrips 
at Raichur, Gadag, Chickmaglur, Bagalkot, Udupi and Davanagere. 

3. The expert who has been so far engaged by KHB for airport projects will continue as an 
independent adviser in all technical matters in the development of airstrips, in respect of airstrips for 
which KHB is the Nodal Agency. 

4. KHB and iDeCK would do the following 

i. The agency shall first determine the type of airstrip required 

ii. Liaise with Dy. Commissioner’s in identification of lands. 

iii. Liaise with Statutory Authorities, AAI etc. to examine the suitability of the selected site and 
getting clearances. 

iv. Prepare Master Plan and other development plan. 

v. Co-ordinate all the processes for acquisition of land. 

vi. Prepare procurement documents, assist in tender 

vii. Assist in evaluation of responses to procurement - tender, signing of Project Development 
Agreement, Land Lease Agreement or entrusting projects on EPC (as and when decided) 

viii. (a) Prepare activity schedule in MS project and review the progress in terms of physical and 
financial performances. 

(b) Submit MPIC for the full year and 

ix. Assist IDD in preparing for meetings in Ministry of Civil Aviation. 

x. All aspects relating to commissioning.

Notification-1 

No. FCS : 34 : RPR : 2007, Bangalore, dated 01-03-2010 

The Government of India had promulgated the Edible Oils Packaging (Regulation) Order 1988 
on 17-8-1988, to regulate the sale of Edible Oils and prescribed that it is mandatory to pack all the Edible 
Oils to curb adulteration and to protect the consumers to get quality and quantity. However, under Clause 
3 of the said order the State Governments have been delegated powers to exempt any oil from the 
provision of the Packaging Order in the interest of General Public for a certain period. As most of the Oil 
Industries in the State of Karnataka did not had the required infrastructure for packaging edible oils, the 
State Government be exercising its power under clause 3 had exempted, all Edible Oils from packaging 
up to 2005 by extending time limit from time to time. 

Later, the State Government by exercising its power had issued Notification No. FCS: 110: RPR: 
2002, dt. 10-11-2005 by enforcing the packaging (Regulation) Order 1988 to pack all the edible oils. 
However considering the request of the traders, it had again withdrawn the order vide Notification No. 
FCS : 110 : RPR : 2002, exempting 23 Edible Oils from packaging to give adequate time to the Producers 
of Small Scale edible oil industries & traders for a period of ONE-year (i.e., up to March 2007). 

Aggrieved by the said order, M/s Bangalore Oil and Oil Seeds Association, Bangalore had filed a 
Writ Petition No. 1939/2008 & 16529-16613/2009 before the Hon’ble high Court of Karnataka requesting 
to issue necessary directions to Central/state Government for withdrawal of packaging order 1988 in the 
interest of General Public. The Hon’ble High Court of Karnataka had passed and order on 17-6-2009 by 
directing the Petitioner i.e., Oil Trade Association to make a representation before the Government and to 
submit their additional information with necessary documents to substantiate for exemption of the 
packaging order. Accordingly, the Association made a representation on 30-7-2009, seeking exemption of 
packing of edible oils. 

The Government after hearing the case on 4-1-2010 and 11-1-2010, after taking all aspects in to 
account passed an order vide No. FCS : 48 : RPR : 2009, dt. 28-1-2010 by giving the edible oil industry 
and trade including the Small Scale Sector, a time limit of 30 days as transition period and to enforce the 
packaging ( Regulation) Order, 1988. 

Now therefore, it is considered necessary that in the interest of giving adequate protection to the 
consumers by ensuring proper quality and quantity the Government of Karnataka in supersession of all 
earlier Notifications, hereby direct that the Edible Oil Packaging (Regulation) Order, 1988 shall be 
enforced in the entire State of Karnataka with effect from 1-3-2010 for the following Edible Oils :

Preamble: 

Accepting the recommendations made by the Expert Committee headed by Sri Laxman Rau, IAS 
(Retd.) constituted by Government, 127 lakes in Bangalore city were transferred to the Forest Department 
and other Agencies vide Government Order read at (1) above. Of the said lakes, 115 lakes were 
transferred to the Forest Department, one to BBMP, two to BDA (Agencies not identified in the remaining 
nine lakes) for Survey, Conservation, Restoration and Development of Tree Parks. The lakes transferred 
to the Forest Department and other agencies have been indicated in Annexure-1 of the said Government 
order. The Government vide orders read at (2) to (7) above transferred 23 lakes (Kalkere, Puttenahalli, 
Allalasandra, Attur kere, Yelhanka, Gowdenahalli, Channappanahalli, Ambalipura, Uttarhalli, Dorekere, 
Dasarahally, Nayandahalli, Malagal, Deepanjali Nagar, Kodigehalli, Hessarghatta, Chikkabanavara, 
Thavarekere, Kamakshipalya, Mathikere, Hosakerehalli, Varthur and Bellandur) to Bruhat Bangalore 
Mahanagara Palike and 13 lakes (Jakkur, Rachenahalli, Venkateshpura, Sampigehalli, Kothanur, 
Thalagattapura, Konasandra, Sompura, Mallathahalli, Ramasandra, Konagatta, Ullala and Madavara) to 
Bangalore Development Authority for development with certain conditions. It has been emphasized that 
the ownership of the lakes shall remain with the Government and the Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara 
Palike and Bangalore Development Authority shall develop lakes after evicting the encroachments. The 
public and Lokadalat also raised questions about the deteriorating conditions of these lakes in Bruhat 
Bangalore Mahanagara Palike area, on account of dumping of garbage, sewage flow, encroachment etc., 
and it was held that Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike is answerable to Lokadalat and to the Civic 
society for overall maintenance of civic amenities including the water bodies in Bruhat Bangalore 
Mahanagara Palike area. Further the concerned Departments/institutions maintaining the lakes have 
been empowered to take necessary action for eviction of encroachments, conservation of lakes and to 
effectively defend the litigations pending before different courts of law in favour of the Government vide 
Government Order read at (8) above. 

The issue was discussed in detail in the meeting held on 11-01-2010 under the Chairmanship of 
the Chief Secretary to Government of Karnataka, wherein it was resolved that all the lakes in BBMP area 
are to be transferred to Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike for protection, development and 
management. Encroachment are to be evicted with firm hand with the help of Bangalore Metropolitan 
Task Force and Revenue officials. 

The Government after consideration of the recommendation made in the meeting held under the 
Chairmanship of the Chief Secretary to Government and after careful examination of all the issues 
mentioned above decided to transfer all the lakes that are still with the Forest Department out of 115 
lakes entrusted to Forest Department vide the Government Order read at (1) above to Bruhat Bangalore 
Mahanagara Palike for Conservation, Restoration and Development. Hence the order. 

GOVERNMENT ORDER NO. FEE 139 ECO 2008, BANGALORE, DATED 19-04-2010 

Under the circumstances explained in the preamble, the Government are pleased to transfer the 
lakes in the list annexed to this Government Order out of 115 lakes entrusted to Forest Department vide 
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Government Order read at (1) above with immediate effect to Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike for 
conservation, restoration, development and management subject to the following terms and conditions. 

1. The Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike shall follow the recommendations made in the 
Government Order No. PWD 82 IMB 85 Bangalore dated 11-02-1988. Lakes are to be 
maintained as fresh water bodies while silted/disused tanks be revived to original status. 

2. The ownership of the lakes shall remain with Government in Revenue Department. 

3. Lakes are transferred for the restoration, conservation and developmental purposes only. 

4. The directions of the Hon’ble High Court of Karnataka in W.P. No. 31343/95 dated : 28.08.1995 
to the State Government that no tank bed land within the Bangalore Metropolitan area is granted 
or allotted shall be strictly adhered to. 

5. The encroachment of lakes shall be evicted before taken up developmental activities with 
necessary assistance from Revenue Department and Bangalore Metropolitan Task Force. 

6. Litigation pending in any court before transferring of lakes shall be managed in future and it shall 
be in the responsibility of Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike to pursue all the cases pending in 
the court effectively. The Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike shall file the affidavit impleading 
as one of the respondents in all pending cases. 

7. The Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike shall prepare Detailed Project Report (DPR) before 
development of lakes and shall get the approval of the Lake Development Authority (LDA). 

8. The Lake Development Authority shall have full powers to Supervise and Monitor the 
Conservation and Developmental activities of the lakes. 

9. In order to protect the lakes from encroachment and for effective management of lakes and for 
preservation of the habitat for ecological considerations of the animals and birds harboured in the 
lakes, the Conservation, Development and Management of lakes shall be carried out in close 
supervision of the Forest officials on deputation to the BBMP. 

10. The Bangalore Development Authority shall transfer the lakes presently under their jurisdiction to 
Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike after completion of all the developmental works of the lakes 
for conservation and further maintenance. 

11. Four lakes namely, Nagavara, Hebbal, K.R. Puram (Vengaihnakere), Agaram which are entered 
into agreement under Public Private Partnership Model by the LDA for a period 15 years shall 
remain with the LDA till the completion of the lease period. While other four lakes namely, 
Kundalahallikere, Mahadevapura, Chellakere, and Bachikere (Kenchenahalli) which are entered 
into agreement with Institutions under “adopt a lake policy” for a period of 5 years, by the LDA, 
shall also remain with the LDA till the completion of lease period and stands transferred to BBMP 
after completion of the lease period. 

12. Jaraganahallikere which is developed by the Lake Development Authority is to be transferred to 
Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike after completion of remaining works. 

13. The Agencies entrusted for development of lakes are authorized to evict the encroachment in the 
lakes as per the existing laws and to handle all the pending court cases. 

14. Madivala kere, Hennur tank, Jaraka bande kaval tank, Mylasandra tank and Puttenahalli 
(Yelahanka) shall be continued to be maintained by the Karnataka Forest Department. 

15. Government reserves the right to withdraw/reallocate all or any of the lakes whenever required. 

16. The directions of the Hon’ble High Court of Karnataka in W.P. No. 1841/2006 dated 17.09.2008 
that no sewage and garbage is diverted to lakes, encroachment should be evicted and 
plantations should be undertaken after taking necessary technical opinion shall be strictly 
complied by the Bruhat Bangalore Mahanagara Palike. 

17. Assets created by the Karnataka Forest Department and other agencies while implementing 
various developmental schemes in these lakes, shall be enlisted, accounted and transferred to 
BBMP.

2) FD 2 TFP 2009 dated: 6-6-2009. 

Preamble: 

In para 1 of the Government Order dated 16-05-2008 read above, the Secretaries to Government 
have been delegated with powers to release funds for revenue expenditure upto 50% of the budgeted 
amount in respect of all the budget heads falling under the category of ongoing revenue expenditure 
subject to certain conditions. In the GO read at (1) above, the power to release for the first two quarters 
was delegated irrespective of the actual utilization of funds. There is a need to regulate the releases in 
view of the actual utilization of earlier releases. 

In para 3 of the Government Order dated 16-5-2008 read above, it has been indicated that 
release of funds for certain schemes and items of expenditure with large allocations shall be made only 
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with the prior concurrence of Finance Department. A list of such items for the year 2008-09 has been 
specified in Annexure I of the above Order. For the year 2009-10 a list of items for which concurrence of 
Finance Department is required for release of funds has been indicated in Govt. Order dated: 6-6-2009 
read at (2) above. For the year 2010-11 a list of such items is required to be specified. 

Hence this Order. 

Govt. Order No. FD 1 TFP 2010, Bangalore, Dated: 20-04-2010. 

1. Concurrence of Finance Department should be obtained for release of funds for the schemes and 
class of schemes listed at Annexure 1 of this Government Order irrespective of time and amount 
of release. 

2. For the schemes not covered under the list at Annexure-I. 50% of the budget provision can be 
released in two installments of 25% each in first and second quarters of a financial year. These 
releases can be made presuming concurrence of Finance Department provided at least 75% of 
the funds released earlier, including any opening balance with the implementation agency or in 
the personal deposit or bank account, have been utilized. 

The other powers delegated for release of funds vide Govt. Orders No. FD 1 TFP 2008 dated 
16-05-2008 and FD 2 TFP 2009 dated 6-6-2009 in respect of other items of expenditure/Schemes remain 
unaltered.
